FLYING TO CANADA. 
AIRMAN IN 
LONDONDERRY. 


From Ovr CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDONDERRY, Friday. 
Mr. John Grierson, R.N.V.R., the 25- 


year-old Liverpool aviator, who started 
from Rochester at 6.45 a.m. to-day on his 
second attempt to fly to Canada over the 
Arctic route, arrived at Londonderry 
Harbour four and a half hours later, and 
anchored at the new Royal Air Force sea- 
plane base on the Foyle, opposite to the 
Guildhall. 

The first to greet Mr. Grierson was Mr. 
F. C. Towers, one of a party who put out 
in a boat from the quay. 

When he came ashore, Mr. Grierson 
was warmly welcomed by the small crowd 
on the quay, and afterwards he was 
officially received by the Mayor (Senator 
Sir Dudley McCorkell, M.B.E., D.L.), Mr. 
R. H. Smyth, D.L. (Chairman of the 
Harbour Board), Mr. J. H. McConnell 
(Vice-Chairman), and Mr. R. 8. Cripps 
(General Manager and Secretary). 

Within a few minutes Mr. Grierson’s 
wife and his sister, Mrs. Kenneth Young, 
a niece of Alderman Gilbert Young, 
Londonderry, arrived at the Harbour 
Offices, having travelled overnight from 
England to meet him at Londonderry. 

Mr. Grierson’s ’plane, “ Robert Bruce,”’ 
is equipped with special wireless apparatus 
that can tune in to any broadcasting 
station. It has a speed of 120 miles per 
hour, with a cruising speed of 95 miles 
per hour. -The total distance of the flight 
will. be 4,400 miles. 

If the weatheg is favourable, Mr. 
Grierson will leave Londonderry to-morrow 
(Saturday) morning for Iceland, on the 
second hop of his flight from Rochester to 
Ottawa. The latest report, however, is 
that the weather probubly will not havea 
cleared sufficiently until Sunday morning, 
and it is probable that the start will not 
be made until then. 
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Active steps to assist sheep-breeding, in 
order to make Germany less dependent, on 
foreign wool, and at the same time improve 
the country’s food situation, are being taken 
by the German Government.

SAARBRUECK, Friday. 

The Governing Commission has suspended 
for a period of three days the three prin- 
cipal organs of the Deutsche Front, as 
well as some thirty provincial papers of 
like complexion. 

This strong measure was taken because 
the papers had published biassed and mis- 
leading accounts of the incident in connec- 
tion with the espionage activities of a 
former Reichswehr officer who was acting 
as liaison officer between the German 
authorities and the Deutsche Front. 

Serious trouble nearly broke ont when 
the authorities searched the offices of the 
Deutsche Front and seized a number of 
docurkents. The newspapers said the 
action of the authorities in searching the 
building was deliberately provocative.
